WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara has told Congress the 
United States is entering an era 
of a nuclear standoff with the So­ 
viet Union—a time when neither 
can launch a nuclear attack with­ 
out getting one in return. 
But despite that prospect, Mc­ 
Namara declared this country in 
tends to win the cold war and “I 
believe in a reasonable sense of 
the word we are winning.’* 
“Our objective,” he said, “is de­ 
feat of the Communists. I do not 
believe we can achieve that v i c- 
tory by engaging in a strategic 
nuclear war. I think that kind of 
stalemate will become increasing 
ly more controlling with the pas­ 
sage of time.” 
McNamara dealt with this po 
tential “ mutual deterrence” dur 
ing six days of closed-door hear 
ings which began Feb. 6 before 
I House Defense Appropriations 
subcommittee that questioned him 
about the Pentagon’s budget. 
A censored transcript of his tes­ 
timony was made public today. 
“In no sense of the word is 
there Soviet nuclear superiority 
today,” he asserted, “nor is there 
nuclear parity measured in terms 
of numbers of weapons.” 
Regardless of his theory of mu­ 
tual deterrence, McNamara pre­ 
ferred not to describe it as a stale­ 
mate. 
“Stalemate implies lack of ac­ 
tion and I visualize our military 
program leading to quite the con­ 
trary,” he said. “I visualize it 
leading to action in the foreign 
policy field.” 
'The American aim is to “ ad­ 
vance 
the 
cause 
of 
freedom 
throughout the world,” he said, 
“ and to do this in a way that 
protects our own national secu­ 
rity, which means we are not pre­ 
pared to destroy our nation in 
the process of attempting to ad­ 
vance freedom elsewhere in the 
world.”

U.S. Pay Bill 


Damage to Ship 
In Cuba Claimed 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union today demanded that the 
United States pay damages for a 
Cuban exile commando raid that 
crippled the Soviet freighter Baku 
three days ago. 
A note delivered to the U.S. 
Embassy also threatened to take 
unspecified measures to protect 
Soviet shipping 
from attacks by 
anti-Castro guerrilas operating in 
Cuban waters. 
The U.S. government has said 
repeatedly it is doing all it can to 
discourage such raids by Cuban 
exile groups. 
But Moscow’s note charged that 
the Baku and other attacks on So­ 
viet vessels “are not accidental 
and isolated actions, but planned 
provocations directed from a sin­ 
gle center on U.S. territory.*’ 
The Soviet note was the second 
such protest this week. In both 
notes, the 
Soviets 
accused 
the 
United States of giving support 
to the exiles. 
Today’s note said on this point: 
“The Soviet government has al­ 
ready called the attention of the 
government of the U.S.A. to the 
fact that, without the furnishing of 
American arms and ships and the 
provision by the U.S.A. of other 
forms of support to groups 
of 
traitors to the Cuban people, they 
could not accomplish their crimi­ 
nal plans.” 
To this accusation, the semi of­ 
ficial Havana paper Revolucion 
added the charge today that the 
commando raid against the Baku 
followed an American reconnais­ 
sance mission over the port of 
Caibarien by U.S. aircraft. 
In a previous incident anti-Cas­ 
tro forces shelled the Soviet ves­ 
sel Lgov on March 17. Moscow 
protested this two days ago. 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the new protest note describ­ 
ed the latest attack as “another

by

Ship Attack, Soviet 
Troop Withdrawal, 
Exile Raids Studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy called the executive 
committee of the National Se­ 
curity Council into session today 
amid a new wave of tension over 
Cuba. 
The 
inner 
strategy 
group, 
formed during last fall’s Cuban 
crisis, was faced with these de­ 
velopments at its noontime meet­ 
ing: 
1. Thursday night’s report by a 
U.S. vessel that two unidentified 
jet planes shot at it in interna­ 
tional waters off Cuba’s north 
coast. 
The 4,600-ton 
ship,

Floridian, unhit, sailed on toward 
Miami under U.S. air escort. 
2. The 
withdrawal of Soviet 
soldiers from Cuba, which the 
United States deems disappoint­ 
ingly slow. Latest U.S. estimates 
place 13,000 to 14,000 Soviet mili­ 
tary personnel still on the island. 
3. Hit-and-run raids by 
anti­ 
caste exiles, which Washington 
fears could make the Caribbean 
situation worse. 
Word of the attack on the Flo­ 
ridian was announced by the State 
Department Thursday night. 
It said the U.S. Coast Guard 
reported 
receiving 
a 
message 
from 
the U.S. 
motor ship—en 
route from San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
to Miami—that at about 6:05 p.m 
“ two unidentified jet aircraft had 
fired bursts across the Floridian’s 
bow and stern without striking the 
ship.” 
Beyond this. Washington author­ 
ities had few details. 
Last month two MIG jets with 
Cuban markings fired on a U.S. 
shrimp boat, the Ala, while it was 
drifting, its motors out of commis­ 
sion, in the Florida Straits about 
60 miles off the Cuban coast. 
The 
United States vigorously 
protested the attack and Kennedy 
ordered the Defense Department 
to make sure that “ action will be 
taken against any vessel or air­ 
craft which executes an attack 
against a vessel or aircraft of the 
United States over international 
waters in the Caribbean.” 
The Castro regime denied its 
planes had fired on the shrimp 
boat, which was not flying a flag. 
On the Soviet troops question, 
U.S. sources said several hundred 
more Soviet personnel have been 
observed leaving Cuba since Ken­ 
nedy estimated March 21 
that 
3,000 troops had been pulled out. 
Some 400 were reported to have 
steamed from Cuba aboard the 
Soviet liner Baltika last weekend. 
With the earlier estimate of So­ 
viet military strength in Cuba at 
17,000, the withdrawals would low­

LOS ANGELES (AP)—If you’re 
shiny on top, but still a little 
bushy around the sides, multiple 
punch grafting may be just the 
sort of hairy experience you’re 
looking for.

It 
also could improve the federal 
budget outlook slightly. 
Highly sensitive business index­ 
es now point to a better than an­ 
ticipated spring, but the tipoff to 
a shift in administration thinking 
came from Dr. Walter W. Heller, 
chairman of the President’s Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers, in a 
speech last Monday to the Maga­ 
zine Publishers Association.

pick it up. National production, 
he said, should total $578 billion 
to $580 billion in 1963. His Janu­ 
ary forecast was $578 billion.

Draft Extension 


It did not appear from the swiftness of 
its passage that many members of Con­ 
gress felt misgivings about the extent or 
fairness of the Universal Military Train­ 
ing and Service Act. The truth, is, there 
are many misgivings even among the 
staunchest advocates of the law, but no 
one came forth to present an alternate 
plan to maintain service strength at its 
present figure of 2.7 million. 
Barring an unforeseen increase in mili­ 
tary requirements or major c h a n g e s 
in enlistment terms, only a small frac­ 
tion of the age 18.5 to 26 American males 
will wear a uniform. Draft calls for this 
year are projected at 76,000 men, yet there 
are IO million men now subject to call 
and 1.5 million more youths will reach 
their registration age this year. 
Ignoring the fact that thousands af se­ 
lective service boards are maintained 
throughout the nation to provide fewer 
than 6.400 men a month to the services, 
the inequalities of any system which plac­ 
es an involuntary military obligation on 
less than one per c e n t of those theore­ 
tically eligible, are obvious. 


Exemptions of many kinds, of course, 
automatically exclude a large number of 
youths reaching draft age. Parenthood, 
pursuit of higher education and medical 
and intelligence requirements far more 
rigid than those in effect during World 
War II whittle the list down. 
With such a s m a 11 ration of the young 
men coming of m i l i t a r y age eventual­ 
ly donning a uniform through the draft, 
the selective service law, instead of act­ 
ing as a spur to enlistment, might en­ 
courage a “let’s wait and take our chanc­ 
es” attitude among prospective enlistees. 
There hardly seems to be sufficient rea­ 
son for raising uncertainty in t h e future 
of every male high school graduate. The 
military services today have much more 
to offer a young man than they did in the 
days when many GIs did little more than 
dig foxholes and peel spuds. 
If military service were regarded more 
as the o p p o r t u n i t y to serve both 
oneself and one’s country, and less like a 
plague to be avoided at all cost, recruit­ 
ers might be turning prospects away at 
the door. 


Teen Mailing List 


In the unlikely event you haven’t no­ 
ticed how the world today revolves around 
teenagers, y o u r attention is called to a 
rather ominous note in the news. 
It seems this company — which s h a l l 
remain nameless—has announced plans 
to bea. down on the teenage mail order 
market. It will send U. S. teenagers — 
millions of special promotions involving 
teenage products. 
The company reasons this way. Teen­ 
agers currently must be content to look 
on wistfully while their parents and oth­ 
er adults open stacks of bills, advertise­ 
ments and 
other 
supposedly 
exciting 
material that bulges the mailbox. They 
feel left out. If this or similar stuff were 
sent to the young set, company officials 
figure, the teens would be so p l e a s e d 


they would respond with tremendous ord­ 
ers. 
This company also is aware, of course, 
that during the last 15 years the average 
weekly pocket money of teens has in­ 
creased from $2.50 to $10. This makes the 
kids a tremendous market. 
This bit of news, while undoubtedly indi­ 
cating something about contemporary A- 
merica, will do little to improve the tem­ 
per of postal authorities or the average 
householder who is already all but inun­ 
dated by junk mail. 
But maybe some good will come of it. 
In the old days, teenagers were assigned 
chores like chopping wood or feeding the 
chickens or fetching water from the well. 
Perhaps today’s teenager can make him­ 
self useful by opening the junk mail. 


Institution Fails 


Where would France be without its su­ 
perb cuisine? The w o r l d may soon find 
out, for the French ministry of health is 
warning that chefs and housewives are 
going to have to change their techniques 
if they do not want the male populace to 
be carried off by hypertension. 
Frenchmen, like everybody else, are 
becoming more sedentary, but they are 
subjected more and more to the same 
stresses that beset Americans. But their 
women, driven by their notions of wifely 


duty, still are providing the starch, the 
butter and the rich sauces that contribute 
to obestiy and high blood pressure as well 
as a gastronomic pleasure. 
The ministry warns that Madam h a d 
better take less pride in her culinary handi­ 
work and more in the h e a l t h of her 
husband. 
It’s probably sound advice, but it is 
saddening to think of all those French­ 
man forswearing the pleasures of the 
table and subsisting gloomily on TV din­ 
ners and mangled wheat.

The “ Resident” physician or 
surgeon is even more highly train­ 
ed and sometimes accepts this 
specialty post after having been in 
private general practice. 
So when you are being examined 
by an Interne or a Resident you 
are being examined by a well- 
trained M.D. who has been select­ 
ed by the hospital because of his 
excellent background and qualifi-j 
cations. 
Remember, too, that if the In-' 
terne or Resident needs any sub­ 
stantiating knowledge about your 
condition, their superiors are a1-, 
ways available. 
So your Interne is not “just” an 
interne but, rather, an excellent 
doctor.

NEW YORK (AP)—Americans 
leaving the United States this 
ye«r fo* a look at other lands 
may outnumber by four to one 
the foreigners who will satisfy 
their curiosity about America. 
But the number of visitors to 
this county is growing—and so is 
the effort to make them feel the 
trip is worthwhile. 
The United States may accent 
the spirit of neighborliness in this 
drive but it isn’t all that. One 
big consideration Is that Ameri­ 
can tourists spend millions of dol­ 
lars overseas and this country 
gets back only a fraction of this 
in money spent here by visitors. 
The result Is just that much 
more added to the deficit in the 
United States balance of pay­ 
ments in its international finan­ 
cial dealings—a deficit that has 
led to a loss of U.S. gold and a 
potential threat to the dollar’s 
standing in foreign exchange. 
Travel in itself isn’t likely to 
solve the U.S. balance of payments 


difficulties. But the U.S. Travel 
Service is observing the first an­ 
niversary of its worldwide tourist 
advertising 
program 
with 
this 
boast: 
Travel to the United States from 
areas serviced by its information 
offices overseas increased 23 per 
cent in 1962 over 1961. And the

A blue- ribbon jury headed by 
General Lucius D. Clay has given 
its verdict on the uses and abuses 
(oh, lots of abuses) of U.S. foreign 
aid, and President Kennedy has 
solemnly thanked the General for 
his committee’s “important serv­ 
ice.” Well, better late 
— better 
even ten years late — than never. 
G e n e r a l Clay, the hero of the 
Berlin airlift, is a selfless patriot, 
always ready and willing to stick 
his neck out for the salvation of 
his nation’s security and self-re­ 
spect, and it is pleasant to record 
that the recommendations of his 
committee make sense. 
But now that the General sup­ 
ported by such unexceptionable cit­ 
izens as former Secretary of D e­ 
fense Robert A. Lovett, former Se­ 
cretary of the Treasury Robert B. 
Anderson, 
former World 
Bank 
President Eugene Black, and Har­ 
vard economist Edward S. Mason, 
has given us the word that we are 
wasting at least a half a billion a 
year in useless or maladroit over­ 
seas spending, it is time that jus­ 
tice should be done his predecess­ 
ors among the critics of foreign 
aid. There is Representative Otto 
Passman, Chairman of the House 
subcommittee on foreign aid, for 
example. 
Recently I 
happened to be a 
member of a panel chosen to dis­ 
cuss foreign aid on television. No­ 
body among the convocation of 
supposed experts paid the slight 
est attention to Passman’s recom­ 
mendation that $1.5 billion be cut 
from our $4 billion annual foreign 
aid commitments, and amid the 
give-and-take of exceedingly high- 
level discourse I was not suffi­ 
ciently quickwitted to bring it up 
After the TV session, however, the 
name of Passman was mentioned 
by a couple of the experts with ex­ 
treme contempt. Yet 
Passman’s 
criticism of foreign aid wasteful­ 
ness had been based on a person 
a1 on-the-spot study of our over­ 
seas operations, and the Clay Com­ 
mittee’s r e p o r t makes it obvi 
ous that the Louisiana Congress 
man knew whereof he spoke. 
Long before Passman struck out 
against waste in our foreign aid ex 
penditures there were others, 
remember Henry Hazlitt, the eco­ 
nomist, wearily fending 
off at­ 
tacks for being hard-hearted when 
he insisted that American dollars 
would not save the 
world. That 
was some fifteen years ago. Haz 
lite stubbornly stuck to his con 


tention, and now he is being justi­ 
fied. Lots of American dollars 
went to Yugoslavia, for example, 
but this did not keep Tito, in the 
skip-about of politics, 
from re­ 
turning to the Kremlin’s fold. Mil­ 
lions in direct 
aid and in bank- 
loans wet to the course of freeing 
itself from Sukarno’s Indonesia 
in the Netherlands. 
This aid was 
accepted to the 
tune of shrieks from 
Sukarno’s 
sycophants 
that 
America 
was 
trying to bribe the new nation. The 
more we “bribed”, the 
more it 
seemed to provoke Sukarno into 
making common cause with th e 
“neutralist” n a t i o n s who were 
“neutral” in favor of the Com­ 
munists. Some “bribery” ! 
Then there was Eugene Castle, 
a businessman who had made his 
money distributing 
news films 
throughout the world. As a trav­ 
eler Mr. Castle became appalled 
at the sheer waste that accom­ 
panied the spending of America’s 
billions abroad. Enlisting the help 
of a first-rate New York journal­ 
ist, V i c t o r Lasky, Mr. Castle 
sought to tell his story.

Fifties, when it was considered

did was to anticipate some of the 
criticisms made by General Clay’s 
Committee. 
An expert on “non-theatrical” 
films, Mr. Castle made a special 
investigation of the films made 
available — at the U.S. taxpayers' 
expense — to Germany.

Fun Morality 
Said Seducing 
Teenagers 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Teen 
agers are being seduced by a 
“culture of fun morality,’’ a doc­ 
tor says, and some of them are 
so mixed up they think getting 
pregnant before marriage makes 
them more to be envied than 
pitied. 
The doctor said a 1961-62 survey 
conducted at 21 schools in Cali­ 
fornia’s 
Contra 
Costa 
County 
turned up 121 pregnancies among 
12,136 
junior 
and 
senior 
high 
school girls. 
Dr. Toshiye Tagasaki, the coun­ 
ty’s assistant health officer, de­ 
livered a report Wednesday to the 
California Medical Association and 
later discussed the survey at a 
news conference. 
She said the notion used to be 
that premarital pregnancies were 
generally found among poor non­ 
white girls of low intelligence. But 
she said the survey showed the 
school “ with the highest inci­ 
dence of reported pregnancy had 
an all-white population with par­ 
ents generally in a high level of 
income and education.” 
In seeking an explanation, she 
said, “our attention is called to 
the culture af fun morality—-he­ 
donism, in other words—sexual 
titillation from the mass media, 
the ‘so-far-but-no-farther’ philoso­ 
phy and practice.”

That election was considered 
the most serious challenge yet to 
the Hofifa leadership of the Team­ 
sters. It was the first such chal­ 
lenge to Hoffa among over-the- 
road truck drivers—regarded as 
his strongest supporters.

Preparation for Christ’s Coming 
OUR LORD’S PROPHETIC OUTLINE OF THE COURSE 
OF THIS AGE AND OF HIS RETURN 


Scripture—Mark IS:I— H:9. 


By N. SPEER JONES 
THE SO-CALLED Olivet Dis­ 
course comprises the major part 
of today’s lesson. This is the 
name given to the prophecies 
given by Christ on Tuesday of 
Holy Week as He sat on the 
Mount of Olives, the famous hill 
just opposite Jerusalem to the 
east. On the other side of the 
crest of this hill was Bethany. 
Present for this discourse 
were only four of Christ’s disci­ 
ples—Peter, James, John and 
Andrew. It was precipitated by 
rn. remark made by one of his 
disciples aa they all emerged 
from Jerusalem’s temple, where 
Christ had just commended the 
poor woman for her donation 
to the treasury. One of the 
disciples remarked about the 
beauty of the stones and archt 
tecture of the temple, which 
was indeed the most magnifi 


has there been more than at 
the current time ? 
The great tribulation itself, 
which is to come, will include 
great desecration of religion— 
of the temple. This will be the 
worst period of tribulation since 
the beginning of man’s history. 
After this great tribulation, 
three events will occur. First, 
there will be great disturbances 
in the heavens, far greater than 
anything man could produce 
with his space experiments. 
Secondly, Christ will return in 
power and glory. Thirdly, angels 
will be sent to gather God’s 
elect. 
Christ’s prediction that all 
these things shall be accom­ 
plished before “this generation** 
shall pass away, has caused 
s o m e difference of opinion 
among scholars. Generally it is 
held that this means the gen*

Mediterranean. 
Jesus replied gloomily that 
not one of those beautiful stones 
would be left standing. It was 
the four disciples’ request for 
Illumination of that statement 
which led to the Olivet Dis­ 
course. 
Christ’s prophecy regarding 
the temple was fulfilled just 40 
years later, in 70 A.D., when the 
temple 
and fortifications 
of 
Jerusalem were leveled by the 
Roman general Titus * in the 
Jewish War. 
The events which Jesus pre­ 
dicts can be divided into three 
parts or phases—those occur­ 
ring before the great tribula­ 
tion (Mark 13:5-13), those dur­ 
ing the tribulation (Mark 13:14- 
23) and those after the tribula­ 
tion (Mark 13:24-27). 
In the first, "rumors” of war 
means talk of war—and when 


eration or nation or people of 
Israel, not any temporal period. 
Over and over, in Matthew's 
account of this discourse, Christ 
exhorts His followers to watch 
constantly for the hour of His 
return. Mark is not repetitivs 
in his recording of this exhorta­ 
tion, but does record it once. It 
does not mean that we are to 
try to ascertain the particular 
time of this return in advance, 
but rather that we should be 
eternally vigilant in our duties 
as Christians, so we will not be 
caught unaware, or spiritually 
asleep. Then we shall need no 
fear of the Lord’s arrival. 
The last event recorded in 
our lesson is one which chrono­ 
logically took place several days 
earlier, the anointing of Jesus 
by Mary of Betnany on Satur­ 
day evening before Holy Week. 
On no other deed does Jesus 
ever bestow such praise.
